REMARKS 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6, 8, 9, 12-16, and 19-27 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 5,303,361 (Colwell) in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,815,703 
(Copeland). Claims 3, 7, 10, and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Colwell in view of Copeland and U.S. Patent No. 6,021,433 (Payne). Claims 4, 11, and 18 
were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Colwell in view of Copeland, 
Payne, and "The Java Language Environment." 



The Applicants gratefully acknowledge the telephone conference with the Examiner on 
February 12, 2002. The Applicants discussed distinctions between the claim language and the 
prior art Copeland (U.S. Patent No. 5,815,703) and Colwell (U.S. Patent No. 5,303,361)
